Will Mean a Saving of Approximately 


$48,000,000 a Year to the Roads- 


Further Rulings Promised 


Soon. 


Chicago.—Wage reductions affecting 


400,000 employees of railroads of thn 
ountry 
were 
announced 
by 
the 


Jnlled States Hallway I-abor Board 
ere. 
It will mean a saving of ap- 


roxlmately $48,000,000 a yenr to tlie 
uads, according to estimates. 
Tlie reduction applies to ninlntc- 
(ince of way employees und kindred 
vorkmen and becomes effective July 1. 
The reductions range from live cents 
o one cent an hour. Common track 
aborers, bridge builders, shop laborers 
,nd drawbridge tenders are reduced 
ttve cents an hour. Track foremen are 
reduced thr«e cents an hour and me- 
•hanlcs' helpers one cent an hour. 


The board made the reductions on 


application of the- principal roads of 
he country and its finding Is based, It 
was erpialned, after a searching In 
qulry, Into the cost of living and wagci 
laid other workers of the country. 


The members of the board represent' 


ng labor dissented from the decision, 
and held the reductions do not permll 
a living wage. There Is nn appeal from 
the hoard's decision. 


While It was admitted the decision 


will prove disappointing to the work- 
ers, U was bellnved they would accept 
tlie cut without strike. 


AJI Important factor of the argutnen 


presented by the roads In asking th« 
reduction wns that they have been 
unnhie to employ snfilclent laborers to 
maintain standard transport conditions 
because of high wages.

"Tlie board Is of the opinion that 


after the reductions made under tlili 
decision, common labor on the rail- 
roads will still be receiving as a rule, 
a wage In excess of that paid to similar 
labor In oilier Industries," the decision 
said.

feature of hospitality, tbe binding so- 
cial link, writes a correspondent from 
Constantinople In the London Dally 
Eipress. Its consumption partakes of 
a religious ceremony and the ritual Is 
strictly laid down. 


• When you call on a Turkish official, 


^pr, Indeed, on any Turk you advance 
toward him with a sweeping movement 
of the right hand, touching your heart, 
lips and brow, which he returns. 
He 


then takes you by the right hand »nd 
ubhers you to the best armcha.lr on 
his rlvhi where you settle for half a 
moment; then, catching his eye, you 
half rise; and repeat the salute, in- 
cluding In It all the other occupant^ of 
the room. 
Again a short pause, and 


lie asks after the slate of your re- 
spected health. 
"Praise be to God," 


you reply piously (meaning that you 
ire quite well, thank you). "And your 
Mgh. excellency's health!" 
"God be 


praised," he returns, and when you 
have exhausted one another's families 
there ensues another and longer pause. 


He comes out of a profound medi- 


tation, as if > bllndlngly original Idea 
had attacked him. 
"Your high per- 


sonality drrnks a coffee!" he Inquires, 
his hand hovering over the little bell 
Inseparable' from a Turkish 
offlee 


table. You assent, and the bell Is 
struck; 
A. servant enters, buttoning 


up his coat in Token of respect and 
folding his hands over his stomacn. 


Every Turkish office, from the prime

Infc village, has an authorized.coffee- 
maker attached to It. 
Hie function 


Is to lighten the dull round of dally 
toll by ministering to very cultivated 
palates. 


Before he touches the coffee It has 


been slowly roasted In nn Inclined re- 
volving cylinder over an ash or char- 
cnul lire, nnd then ground to a fine 
powder; to Insure absolute smoothness 
this powder Is hammered on nn nnvll, 
a most tuneful proceeding. This final 
perfect Ojiilntessence of coffee is mixed 
with the accurate quantity of sugnr 
specified, and the water added In the 
"Ibrlk" or "Jezve," which are two 
names for the same Ilttl? saucepan. 
The jezve Is pushed reverently among 
the ashes, which nre then fanned to 
the required temperature, and the cof- 
fee is three times brought to the noil 
and three times cooled hy the addition 
of a few drops of water. Then once 
• more fnr luck, nnd it Is poured Into 
Illtle cups without handles, like the 
slnp-lnisin of n doll's t«i set, placed 
on a brass tray and offered to the 
guest. 


After nil this you mny get on with

Beebe In the Atlantic Monthly, it 
wraps Itself for safety In a kind of 
froth of small .bubbles. 


When the buz has formed a large 


drop of n clear liquid It forces It Into 
th* air as a bubble and then farces 
out an Imponderable amount of oil 
or dissolved wax and mixes It with the 
clear liquid; that toughens the bub- 
bles, which continue to pile up until 
the Insect Is burled deep. 


To penetrate the mass la an unpleas- 


ant achievement for small marauders. 
I have draped a big pile of bubbles, 
says Mr. Beebe, round the beak of an 
Insect-eating bird 
and 
watched 
It 


shake Its heart and wipe, its beak In 
•evident disgust. 


The bug does three wonderful things 


with the cle.ir liquid that it exudes— 
it distills sweet water. It draws nour- 
ishment, and it adds to Its blood 
and its tissues a pungent flavor that 
•will safeguard It against tbe attacks 
«f birds and lizards.

Remarkably Effective Spray. 


The careful experiments in Florida 


by W. W. Yotlicrs with various sprays 
for tlie control of citrus scale Insects 
and the orange white fly, as published 
in Farmers' Hulletln 033, resulted in a 
formula of engine-oil spray which has 
been found remarkably effective In 
view of (he small amount of oil used, 
namely, I per cent, emulsified with 
potash fish-oil soap. .Mr. Yothers found 
that any one of several oils of the 
lubricating 
type, when thoroughly 


emulsified and used at the dilution In- 
dicated, was quite effective against 
these scale Insects and the white fly, 
and these sprays have now come into 
large commercial use in Florida. 


The surprising efficiency of a spray 


containing such a low per cent of oil 
suggested the desirability of testing 
sprays of this character against the 
San Jose scale. The abundance and 
deitructlveneas of the scale In the 
Bentonvllle section of Arkansas and 
the desire of growers for other than 
lime sulphur sprays, has'offered ei- 
cellent opportunity for testing various 
dilutions of engine oil sprays against 
this pest. The experiments were car- 
ried out by A. J. Ackerman, of the 
office of deciduous fruit Insect fnves 
tlgatlons, and have Included tests of 
lubricating oils of a strength of from 
one-half per cent to 4 per cent or ' 
per cent, thoroughly emulsified with 
potash flsh oil soap. 
The 
results 


showed practically complete killing o 
the scale by one thorough application 
of the spray of a strength as low as 
2 per cent of oil. Orchardlsts have 
been so pleased with the results tha 
the 2 per cent oil sp'ray\wlll be ex 
tenslvely used In their present neces 
slty of bringing the pest nnrter aubjec 
tlon.

The oil, water-and soap are placed 
a a kettle or other receptacle and 
K'au'd until the contents come to a 
jolt. A' brown' icuni appears on the 
surface of the mixture as It first he- 


;lns to boll. After boiling for a few 
ailnutc-s the brown scum begins to dis- 
appear and at this stage the kettle Ii 
removed from the fire and the entire 
mixture is pumped twice under pres- 
sure of about 60 pounds wlille^stlll very 
lot. 
A proper emulsion cannot be 


made by stirring nor should the mix- 
ture be allowed to cool before it la 
pumiied. Too much pumping will often 
>reak np the emulsion. During pump- 
ing, ordinary pump packing Is burnt 
up rather quickly by the hot oil mix- 
ture. For making the stock emulsion 
on n large .scale an all-metal pump 
would be necessary. 


The stock emulsion contains 882-3 


per cent of oil. To make a 2 per cent 
emulsion for use In a 200-gnllon spray 
tank It Is necessary to use 0 gallons 
of the stock emulsion. 


Precaution should be taken to pre- 


vent the stock emulsion from freezing, 
which occurs at a temperature of 
about 15 degrees F. above zero. 


Use Soft Water. 


In case difficulty Ii experienced In 


making a proper emulsion, dug to 
hardness of the water, the water used 
should be softened by the addition of 
1 pound of caustic soda or lye per 100 
gallons of diluted spray. The caustic 
coda should be dissolved In 2 or 8 
gallons of water and then added to 
the spray tank and thoroughly stirred, 
after which the proper quantity of 
stock emulsion can he added.

The bottom of this 
mark should be at least three Inches 
across so that the seed can be spread 
somevfhat and not crowded too closely 
together. 
Scatter the seed In this 


furrow V> to 20 seeds U> the foot, 
then cover about three Inches deep 
and slightly firm the soil over the 
seed with tbe back of the hoe. About 
two weeks will generally elapse be- 
fore the sprout appears above the 
srround. 


At least three, and preferably four, 


plantings should be made at Intervals 
of two weeks In order to keep up a 
continuous supply, advises the United 
•States Department of Agriculture. If 
the firs; f.lBtillng Ii of Alaska the sec- 
ond should be of Oradus or Thomas 
Laxton, while tho third should be of 
Excelsior and the fourth of Telephone 
or some similar variety.

The com- 
parisons put before us are absolutely 
misleading. • As American wages and 
earnings nre about thrco times as 
high ns British it might be expected 
that telephone rates in the Republic 
would be two or three times as high 
over hero. In reality they nre, on an 
average, somewhat lower. It is not 
easy to make an exact comparison be- 
cause telephone rates in America vary 
with every town. 
At any rate, the 


universality of the American tele- 
phone shows that it is the. clu-apcst In 
the world. If wo assume that there 
are five people to every family it fol- 
lows Hint in the United Stntes there 
nre two telephones to every three 
families.
